Civil War Recalled 
By Sons Of Veterans Reserves 


More than 1000 Sons of Veter­ 
an Reserves — some mounted, 
some on foot — will stage an 
unique and exciting Civil War 
reenactment of Morgan’s Raid 
at Ft. Harrison (Indianapolis) 
on June 12 and 13, as the main 
feature of the Fort’s dual obser­ 
vance of its 65th birthday and 
the Army’s 196th. 
It will be Fort Harrison’s con­ 
tribution to the Indianapolis Ses- 
quicentennial celebrations 
and 
will attract Sons of Veteran Re­ 
serves members from as far 
away as Oregon and Virginia 
for Indiana’s second annual en­ 
campment of this group. The ob­ 
servance may possibly be the 
largest such assemblage ever in 
the U. S., according to First 
Sergeant Doyle Swisher, chair­ 
man of the event. 
For the first time, all the Civil 
War units of both north and 
south have been invited to join 
in the two-day event. So far, 


some 35 units have indicated 
their intentions of participating. 
The SVR troops are Civil War 
buffs whose avocations include 
the study of battlefields and bat­ 
tles of the Civil War. 
The troops will bivouac at 
Camp Belzer, adjacent to Fort 
Harrison, 
beginning 
Friday, 
June 11, at noon. All units par­ 
ticipating will report there for 
registration. 
Saturday’s day-long schedule 
will include Drill Competitions 
between Cavalry, Infantry, Ar­ 
tillery units, followed by a Re­ 
treat Parade and Awards Cere­ 
mony. This starts at noon, and 
will conclude at 5 p.m. 
Sunday, 
June 
12, 
the 
SVR 
members will hold church serv­ 
ices at 9:30 a.m. and after Arms 
Inspection at 11:30 a.m., they 
will proceed to the “battlefield” 
at Fort Harrison. The re-enact­ 
ment of the famed Civil War 
battle will begin promptly at 2 
p.m. and last about 2 hours.

Gen. John N. Mitchell said to­ 
day spiraling thefts of secu­ 
rities by organized crime “has 
had a profound effect on this 
nation’s financial community.” 
“If continued it could impair 
the public’s confidence in secu­ 
rities as a means of investment 
and of transacting business,” 
said Mitchell, a former Wall 
Street lawyer.

firearms; and, modern investi­ 
gative techniques and police lab­ 
oratory work.

Mitchell also said in his pre­ 
pared testimony counterfeiting 
of government securities “could

“Just 11 days ago, federal 
agents in Philadelphia arrested 
a person in possession of 82 
counterfeit IBM common stock 
certificates worth $2.8 million,” 
he said. 
Unrecovered 
losses 
through 
securities thefts totaled nearly 
$400 million in 1969 and 1970, he 
said, and “as staggering as 
these 
reported 
thefts 
may 
seem, they unfortunately por­ 
tray only part of the picture.” 
Citing a 146 per cent increase 
in securities trading in the past 
seven years, Mitchell said “It 
is not difficult to understand 
why the securities industry has 
become attractive to the orga­ 
nized criminal.” 
A fertile area for securities 
thieves has been airport mail 
facilities, 
Mitchell said, even 
though security has been in­ 
creased in recent months. 
“Securities in excess of $70 
million face value were stolen 
from registered mail pouches 
in the custody of airlines at 
Kennedy International Airport 
between late October 1967 and 
July 1970,” he noted. 
“ In 
one 
case 
jointly 
in­ 
vestigated by the Securities and 
Exchange Commission and the 
Postal Service, securities were 
fraudulently used to gain a ma­ 
jority of shares of a large life 
insurance company,” he said. 
“Once these individuals had ob­ 
tained control of the company, 
they proceeded to convert large 
amounts of its assets to their 
personal use.” 
He did not name the insur­ 
ance company.

NEW YORK (AP) - Striking 
municipal employes shifted tac­ 
tics 
today 
as 
2,000 
sewage 
treatment workers walked off 
the job, closing or hampering 
operations at 35 city facilities 
used to process the city's waste 
output of 1.4 billion 
gallons 
daily. 
The action came on the heels 
of a strike by about 6,000 em­ 
ployes 
Monday that involved 
the opening—and then abandon­ 
ment—of 25 drawbridges. 
That action caused massive 
traffic snarls. 
At least seven bridges were 
reopened to traffic this morning 
by 
supervisors 
who 
worked 
through the night. 
After 
a 
meeting 
of 
union 
leaders. Edward Maher, associ­ 
ate director of District Council 
37 of the AFL-CIO State, Coun­ 
ty 
and 
Municipal 
Employes, 
said the strike action “is just 
going to escalate and escalate 
and escalate until we have ev­ 
erybody out.” 
He said the strike would con­ 
tinue until a settlement on pen­ 
sion improvement demands is 
reached, 
but 
he 
declined 
to 
specify the union’s plans. 
Jerome Kretchmer, environ­ 
mental 
protection 
adminis­ 
trator, said the latest walkout 
forced the city to close 11 of its 
13 sewage treatment facilities. 
The others—on Staten Island 
and in Brooklyn —were oper­ 
ating on a reduced scale. 
The workers’ actions were in 
protest of the state legislature’s 
refusal to approve a new pen­ 
sion plan negotiated by the city 
and the union. 
An EPA spokesman said the 
city, for now, was allowing un­ 
treated sewage to flow directly 
into area rivers and that there 
was no immediate threat of in­ 
convenience to New York City 
residents. 
He did not speculate on long- 
range ecological effects of the 
move, but the dumping of raw 


sewage into open waters is not 
unprecedented. 
The 
walkout 
this 
morning 
also affected all seven city in­ 
cinerators, 
all 
eight 
sewage 
pumping 
stations 
and 
seven 
landfill sites. The incinerators 
were shut down completely, a 
city spokesman said, and about 
40 pickets appeared at the Pel­ 
ham Bay landfill site in the 
East Bronx. 
There 
was 
no 
immediate 
word on whether union workers 
in the Department of Sanitation 
would honor the strikers’ lines 
if the picketing spread. 


The 11,300 sanitation workers, 
who are negotiating a separate 
contract with the city, daily 
collect and dispose of 23,00C 
tons of refuse. It is burned in 
the incinerators or is moved by 
barges and trucks to the city 
landfills. 
Mayor John V. Lindsay, who 
toured the city by helicopter 
this 
morning, 
reported 
the 
strike also nad spread to the 
Parks 
Department 
and 
that 
there was no maintenance in 90 
per cent of the city’s park sys-

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Gov. 
Edgar D. Whitcomb filled two 
top level vacancies in his ad­ 
ministration today and hinted 
more top state administrators 
may quit as his term winds to 
a close. 
Whitcomb told a news confer­ 
ence he had appointed Joseph 
R. Root, 40, Plainfield, as motor 
vehicles 
commissioner 
and 
W. W. Hill Jr., Indianapolis, as 
chairman of the Public Service 
Commission. 
Root has been an administra­ 
tive assistant to the governor 
during much of his administra­ 
tion. Replacing him in that po­ 
sition will be W. Calvert Brand, 
Columbus, former legislative as­ 
sistant to the governor. 
Hill, who also has filled sev­ 
eral positions under Whitcomb, 
was elected a state senator last 
year and today resigned from 
the legislature. 
Whitcomb said he will call a 
special election to fill the legis­ 
lative vacancy. 
“ I will not be surprised to see 
a number of them moving out,” 
Whitcomb said of his depart­ 
ment heads. “Some may want 
to leave—to quit a winner so to 
speak.” 
Among those who may leave 
sometime during the remaining 
18 months of this administration 
are 
State 
Budget 
Director 
Thomas R. Taylor, administra­ 
tive assistant James B. Kessler 
and 
Revenue 
Commissioner 
James O. Mathis, 


Whitcomb said the departures 
would not “affect the stability 
of this administration” because 
others can be found to fill the 
vacancies. 
In the Motor Vehicles Bureau, 
Root replaced Mrs. Trudy S. 
Etherton, who resigned Monday 
after six months in the job. 
W’hitcomb said he was not 
surprised by her resignation but 
did not ask for it. 
“Mrs. Etherton’s resignation 
was voluntary. Her work as 
com miss «oner in updating the 
department 
has 
been 
exem­ 
plary,” Whitcomb said. “I would 
have been very happy to have 
kept her.” 
Whitcomb said news reporting 
of ghost employes on the motor 
vehicles payroll “wasn’t pleas­ 
ant to her.” He jabbed at news­ 
men once again for apparently 
reporting bad news more often 
than good news. 
“The flaws that are avail­ 
able are brought to light. It 
sometimes 
appears 
there 
is 
very little publicity about posi­ 
tive accomplishments,” he said. 
Hill replaces Robert Webb, a 
Noblesville 
attorney 
who 
re­ 
signed last month and attacked 
some of the governor’s advisers 
for penny pinching with his de­ 
partment. 
Whitcomb and Hill said they 
will review the department re­ 
quirements to see whether more 
staff members are needed. 
Hill will receive about $22.000 
arid both Root and Brand will 
get $18,480 a year.

Of Rushville 


Jam es S. Scott, Mays school 
teacher, regaled members of the 
Rushville Lions Club with an in­ 
formal and humorous history of 
early Rush County. Beginning 
with the inclusion of Indiana as 
a state in 1816, the speaker told 
of the political machinations of 
William B. Laughlin to influence 
the selection of Rushville as a 
“ seat of justice.”

teacher, medical doctor, lawyer, 
surveyor, millwright, miller, li­ 
brarian, and legislator. Jogs in 
several county roads were at­ 
tributed to the difficulty of Dr. 
Laughlin and his sons in con­ 
verting a round world into a flat 
map in their surveys. 
Early names of streets, Mor­ 
gan, Perkins, Julian, Ruth, and 
Elizabeth, were selected because 
they were either the names of 
the first three county commis­ 
sioners or the wives of Laughlin 
or his brother. The speaker stat­ 
ed that, because Dr. Laughlin 
had 17 children, no doubt every­ 
one in the county is probably 
related to its founder in some 
way. 
Mr. Scott’s review was espec­ 
ially interesting because of the 
upcoming

county’s 150th birthday.

Shot To Death

Bruce Gardner, former All-

Auto Than Playing Football 
by GORDON BEARD 
Associated Press Sports Writer 
BALTIMORE (AP) — “No 
team sport anywhere in the 
world has an incidence of in­ 
jury more frequent than Ameri­ 
can football,” says a Baltimore 
neurosurgeon. 
But when comparing deaths 
on the gridiron with those in 
some other sports, Dr. Charles 
M. Henderson said, “football 
seems almost sedentary.” 
“The hazards of ordinary 
driving of an automobile,” Hen­ 
derson told members attending 
the National Athletic Trainers 
Association, “are nine times 
greater for your f men from the 
15 to 22 years of age group than 
participation in football.” 
At a clinic Monday on head 
injuries, Henderson said it has 
been estimated that the aver­ 
age high school football player 
has a 20 per cent chance of 
being injured during the sea­ 
son, with an 8 per cent chance 
that the injury would be 
serious. 
As for deaths, Henderson said 
a 1964 study showed a ratio of 
3.9 for each 100,000 participants 
in football, or one for every 
three million man hours of ex­ 
posure. 
The death rate that year per 
100,000 participants in other 
sports, he said, quoting an ar-

It 
drains America of its resources, 
its youth and its honor. 
“ We here by agree to end the 
war on the following term s so 
that both peoples can live under 
the joy of independence and 
can devote themselves to build­ 
ing a society based on human 
equality and respect for the 
earth. In rejecting the war, we 
also reject all forms of racism 
and discrimination against peo­ 
ple based on color, class, sex, 
national origin and ethnic group­ 
ing which form the basis of the 
policies of present and past U.S. 
governments.”

A large group of people with 
special relationship to the sub­ 
jects—lawyers, professors of in­ 
ternational 
law, veterans, 
a 
war 
correspondent 
and 
two 
men accused of war crimes— 
voiced opinions. 
The 
program 
format 
WAS 
vaguely like a trial. Telford 
Taylor, 
a 
prosecutor 
in 
the 
Nuernberg 
war crime 
trials 
and now a law professor, stated 
his opinions and the rest of the 
discussion 
swung 
around 
his- 
thesis about the illegality of the 
U.S. posture. 
Taylor 
asserted—and 
there 
was 
general 
agreement—that 
nations are bound by decisions 
at Nuernberg about account­ 
ability for crimes against peace 
and humanity. 
There 
was 
also 
general 
agreement that the rules of war 
relating to protection of civil­ 
ians and humane treatm ent of 
prisoners 
are being violated. 
Some argued this was not delib­ 
erate or ordered from the top. 
It was repeatedly pointed out 
that the guerrilla character of 
the conflict and the difficulty of 
telling friend from foe were 
partly responsible. There also 
seemed to be general agree­ 
ment that responsibility for war 
crimes should be traced as high 
in the leadership echelons as 
there was evidence of malfea­ 
sance. 
Robert 
MacNeil 
presided 
over the session firmly. He po­ 
litely cut off panelists who gen­ 
eralized or moved away from 
the main themes. The session 
remained on a gratifvingly im ­ 
personal plane with frequent 
rebuttals 
but

ments. It was a cool, earnest 
inspection of a subject that usu­ 
ally arouses emotions and tem ­ 
peratures.

U.S. Says Using Chemicals To Fight 
Corn Blight Will Be ‘Too Expensive’ 
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WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Agriculture 
Department 
says 
farmers might as well forget 
about using chemicals to pre­ 
vent com blight this year be­ 
cause of the expense involved in 
large-scale spraying operations,. 
The possibility of using pesti­ 
cides 
to 
control 
blight 
was 
raised during House appropria­ 
tions hearings on USDA spend­ 
ing for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1. The hearings were held 
last March and the testimony 
published this week. 
Dr. H. R. Thomas, deputy ad­ 
ministrator for plant science 
and entomology in the Agricul­ 
tural 
Research 'Service, 
was 
asked if there was any way to 
protect corn from blight. 
“The answer is yes, but not 
economically 
for 
the 
field 
corn,” Thomas told the subcom­ 
mittee. “They have sprayed for 
leaf blight for many years in the 
South on sweet corn. It is a case 
of spraying ever three to five 
days because it is a rainy period 
down there where it is being 
grown. 


Press Freedom 
Boosted By Top 
Court Decision 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme 
Court 
has 
pushed 
freedom of the press to a new 
frontier with a 5-3 ruling that 
could open newspages and the 
airwaves to fuller reporting and 
wider discussion of issues of 
public concern. 
Until the court acted in a 
Pennsylvania case Monday, a 
private individual who claimed 
he had been defamed in the 
press or on the air stood a good 
chance of collecting 
astrono­ 
mical damages from a jury. 
The 
ruling 
removes 
that 
shadow. 
Henceforth, 
as 
with 
public officials and other indi­ 
viduals 
who 
voluntarily 
cast 
themselves into the votex of 
public events, the “little m an” 
must prove he was a victim of 
actual malice. 
This means he must show 
that the w riter or editor either 
engaged in a calculated false­ 
hood 
or 
was 
reckless 
about 
checking into the facts. 
Some of the kinds of things 
that now can freely be pub­ 
lished or said on the tube were 
suggested by Justice Byron R. 
White, no adm irer of the new 
standard; 
Nonmalicious 
ac­ 
counts of the health hazards of 
products, the mental stability 
of business executives, the ra ­ 
cial and religious prejudices of 
individuals and groups. 
Small newspapers and maga­ 
zines and small radio and tele­ 
vision stations are likely to ben­ 
efit the most. Without the finan­ 
cial 
resources 
of 
their 
big 
brothers, they were in a pre­ 
carious position to take chances. 
As Justice William J. Bren­ 
nan Jr. put it in announcing the 
court’s 
judgment: 
“ Fear 
of 
guessing wrong must inevitably 
cause self-censorship and thus 
create the danger that the le­ 
gitimate utterance will be de­ 
terred.” 
But now, freed of anxiety, 
they 
may be encouraged 
to 
practice more often what Bren­ 
nan described as a function of 
the 
free-speech 
amendment: 
“ventilation of public issues.” 


“To keep field corn protected 
in this manner is not considered 
to be economical,” he said. “As 
a possibility, there are some of 
the people that are growing 
corn for seed that could afford 
to use it.

The threat of Southern leaf 
blight also prompted a question 
on how the disease is affecting 
U.S. feed grain exports. 
Raymond A. Ioanes, adminis­ 
trator of the Foreign Agricultur­ 
al Service, told the hearing that 
blight has affected prices but 
that over-all U.S. feed exports 
have not been hurt much. 
“ ft has raised the world price 
of feed grains around 30 per 
cent and, so long as this contin­ 
ues, it brings more income to 
growers 
in competing export 
countries,” Ioanes said. 
“ This, in turn, encourages ex­ 
pansion on their part such as in­ 
vestment in equipment or more 
fertilizers and chemicals. This 
doesn’t affect the volume of 
competing exports during the 
current year but we believe it 
has important effects over the 
next two or three years.” 
Ioanes said there have been 
“ several side effects” as the re­ 
sult of the blight-damaged corn 
crop last year. 
“The 
high 
prices 
have 
brought the values of wheat and 
feed grains on the world market 
unusually close together,” he 
said. “This has m eant that, in 
some markets, our competition 
is no1 longer limited to1 the other 
suppliers of feed grains, but iir- 
stead now includes some of th« 
world’s exporters of wheat.”

said, have shown new interest in 
selling wheat for feed on the 
world market.

does the recipe say "bring meat to room 
temperature before grilling"?

Cholera Epidemic Spreading In 
India; Deaths Now Exceed 4,000

KRISHNAGAR, India (AP) - 
India’s West Bengal State Is 
short of police because so many 
are guarding the rivers to keep 
the bodies of cholera victims 
from being thrown in. 
According to conservative of­ 
ficial estimates, the week-old 
epidemic among refugees from 
East Pakistan has 
taken at 
least 4,000 lives, half in the 
Nadia 
district 
surrounding 
Krishnagar. 
The 
200,000 
residents 
of 
Krishnagar, 60 miles northeast 
of Calcutta, are tense. 
Rumors spread daily that Pa­ 
kistani agents from across the 
border 20 miles away are emp­ 
tying bottles of cholera germs 
into the local water supplies to 
make the epidemic spread fas­ 
ter. 
A crowd of 500 persons beat a 
Moslem to death Monday at the 
Krishnagar railway station aft­ 
er a report that he had emptied 
a small bottle into a roadside 
well. 
D. 
K. 
Ghosh, 
the 
district 
magistrate of Krishnagar, said 
it is true the rivers are being 
polluted but It is caused by the 
bodies 
of 
cholera 
victims 
thrown in by relatives for quick 
burial. 
He said that so many police 
were now deployed to guard the 
rivers against this that there is 
a shortage of police to enforce 
law and order. With the state’s 
population increased by at least 
4V& million refugees from East 
Pakistan and with hundreds of 


thousands more coming across 
the frontiers each week, the 
West Bengal government asked 
other states to lend it at least 
20 battalions of police. 
Most of the cholera victims 
have been Hindus, who normal­ 
ly are cremated. But a short­ 
age of firewood and fuel makes 
the traditional rituals impos­ 
sible. 
The district magistrate said 
he had ordered mass burial for 
at least 1,600 persons. Hindus 
and Moslems have been buried 
together in three mass graves 
in the Nadia district. 
The biggest is at Badadurpur, 
in a government forest seven 
miles from Krishnagar, where 
511 bodies have been buried in 
a pit. 
Ghosh estimated that by last 
Sunday, 1,079 persons had died 
of cholera in hospitals in the 
Nadia 
district and 
an equal 
number had perished along the 
roads and in villages. 
About 75 new victims are ad­ 
mitted to hospitals each, but 
with 4,800' cholera patients al­ 
ready under treatment, there is 
a shortage of hospital space. 
There also is a shortage of 
saline 
water—cholera 
cases 
need at least eight quarts a day 
for three days—and of cholera 
vaccine. 
Ghosh said he needs moi** 
medical personnel as well, that 
about 1,000 government employ­ 
ees are caring for approximate­ 
ly 500,000 refugees in the dis­ 
trict. 


Railway Threatens To Shut Down 
If ‘Full Crew’ Law Isn’t Ended 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — A 
total of 8,900 Penn Central jobs 
would be phased out, resulting 
in a reported annual savings of 
$135 million, if the federal gov­ 
ernment acts favorably on a re­ 
quest by Penn Central Trans­ 
portation Co. trustees. 
The trustees said Monday the 
savings, coupled with a pro­ 
gram of improved operations, 
“would put Penn Central back 
in, the black.” 
The railroad wants the feder­ 
al 
government 
to 
set 
aside 
crew-size laws in Ohio and In­ 
diana. 
Many states have abandoned 
such “full crew” laws. uBt Ohio 
requires five-man crews 
and 
I n d i a n a 
requires 
six-man 
crews. 
The trustees said in a state­ 
ment the 8,900 jobs could be 
eliminated 'if the railroad could 


go to 
three-man 
crews, 
the 
standard in most states. 
Without this reduction in the 
labor force, the trustees said, 
the railroad would have to shut, 
down by November or Decem­ 
ber. 
The surplus jobs would be 
phased out through attribution 
and through negotiations with 
unions, the Penn Central said. 
A railroad spokesman said, jobs 
would be terminated throughout 
the railroad, not merely in Ohio 
and Indiana. 
The trustees said they also 
will ask the federal government 
to 
authorize 
the 
bankruptcy 
court overseeing reorganization 
of the railroad to set up ma­ 
chinery for final ajudication of 
crew size disputes, 
including 
question of retaining firemen 
on diesel engines, in any case 
under the Railway Labor Act 
which remains unresolved after 
90 days.

people think interest rates are 
going to go up, they’ll go up. 
That is one economist’s per­ 
haps 
oversimplified 
view 
of 
why homebuyers are finding 
mortgage interest rates creep­ 
ing upward again. But it may 
be the best explanation of the 
movement baffling many eco­ 
nomic experts. 
The law of supply and de­ 
mand is being bent, if not bro­ 
ken. There is plenty of money 
around to lend. Savings and 
loan associations, banks and in­ 
surance companies are enjoy­ 
ing record flows of cash. 
It is a classic situation that 
calls for downward pressure on 
rates, or at least stabilizing 
money costs. But the upward 
pressure is real. And the argu­ 
ment that they’re going up be­ 
cause people say they are crops 
up in more sophisticated eco­ 
nomic explanations. 
The pressure comes in the 
money 
markets, 
the 
high-fi- 
nance deals that most people 
know little about. 
"Expectations of higher rates 
in the future," is how one gov­ 
ernment economist explains the 
upward push on interest rates. 
Translated, that means mon­ 
ey managers expect money will 
not be so plentiful a year from 
now, and conclude: 
Why lend money at cheaper 
rates now if they can get a bet­ 
ter return for it next year? 
There may be some justifica­ 
tion in that thinking. The econo­ 
my went through a recession 
last year. Money was tight, in­ 
terest rates high. And the eco­ 
nomic recovery is still in its 
early stages. 
“Markets 
have 
swung 
so 
widely that financial managers 
are looking more to the fu­ 
ture,'’ 
says 
Preston 
Martin, 
chairman of the Federal Home 
Loan Bank Board. 
One thing economists point to 
is a rise in the interest rates on 
long-term corporate bonds. 
This relates to housing in an 
i n d i r e c t way—through 
in­ 
vestors. They might shift their 
savings from mortgage lenders, 
for 
example, 
into 
corporate 
bonds 
which 
would serve to 
tighten the money available for 
housing. An increase in corpo­ 
rate bond rates also affects 
mortgage interest rates through 
what is called the secondary 
mortgage market 
The 
secondary

market is handled by the Fed­ 
eral National Mortgage Associ­ 
ation,

Lugar Speaks

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rich 
ard G. Lugar, mayor of Indi­ 
anapolis and president of the 
National League of Cities, said 
part of the reason big cities 
are generally in poor fiscal con­ 
dition is because they are crea­ 
tures of the states, during testi­ 
mony before the U.S. House 
Ways and Means Committee. 
Lugar appeared in a hearing 
on revenue sharing and later 
spoke at the Washington Press 
Club where he quietly brushed 
aside speculation that President 
Nixon might turn to his "favor­ 
ite mayor" as a 1972 running 
mate. 
Indianapolis, he said, is for­ 
bidden by state law from im­ 
posing its own income tax as 
other cities in other states. 
Lugar stressed the point that 
most federal opponents of reve­ 
nue sharing often propose in its 
place an increase 
in federal 
grants 
for 
specific 
purposes. 
But, he said, these are general­ 
ly for capital improvement. 
"What we need are operating 
funds," Lugar said. 
A group of mayors, headed 
by

heard 
the

ranking Republican on the com­ 
mittee criticize cities and states 
for letting their residents off 
easy on taxes. 
Rep John W Brynes, R-Wis., 
included Indiana in the list of 
states below the national aver­ 
age of personal income that 
cities and states combined tax 
their residents. 
Brynes and Rep. Al Ullman, 
D-Ore. were critical of the po­

Q. I will be 65 on July 6. 
1971. I have not retired. I want 
to sign up for Medicare. Also, 
my wife will be 65 in November; 
she wants Medicare too. What 
action should we take? 


A. Telephone the nearest soc­ 
ial security office soon. You can 
sign up for Medicare and for 
monthly benefits by telephone. 
The representative you speak 
with will complete the applica­ 
tion for you and will mail it to 
you to sign and return. You 
must have the signed applica­ 
tion in the social security of­ 
fice by June 30th to obtain com­ 
plete Medicare coverage. Your 
wife should telephone the social 
security office any time within 
three months before the month 
she reaches age 65. 


Q. There is an error in my 
birth, cer tifie ate concerning my 
first name. Will I have to have 
my birth certificate corrected? 


A. No. Do not have your birth- 
certificate corrected. When you 
apply for your benefits, just ex­ 
plain the error. Our representa­ 
tives encounter this problem oc­ 
casionally, and they know how 
to handle it. 


J. 1 am a widow 51 years old. 
My husband drew social security 
because he could not work. Do- 
’nt you think I should be able 
to draw at least part of what 
he was getting when he passed 
away? 


A. A widow can receive bene­ 
fits monthly if she is 60 or older, 
ly benefits if she is 60 or older, 
or if she is age 50 and disabled 
(the disability must have started 
within specific time periods), or 
if she has children under age 
18 or disabled in her care who 
are receiving benefits on her de­ 
ceased husband’s social security 
number. 


Money Soon 


SHELBYVILLE, Ind. (A P) — 
The Shelby Circuit Court has in 
hand $16.5 million to cover in­ 
heritance taxes owed 91 Indi­ 
ana counties. 
But it could be another month 
before the money is passed on 
to the counties. 
The state paid the money 
Monday which will be awarded 
the counties under provisions of 
a 1967 law pocket-vetoed by for­ 
mer Gov. Roger D. Branigin. 
The law provided that most of 
the money collected under the 
state inheritance tax be re­ 
turned to the county where it 
was collected. 
Shelby County Attorney Ste­ 
phen Moberly said it will take 
30 days to settle the state’s ap­ 
peal of the court decision order­ 
ing the payment and to take 
care of attorneys’ fees. 
Marion County filed suit to 
get 
its 
share, 
claiming 
the 
pocket veto was unconstitution­ 
al. 
The 
courts 
agreed 
and 
awarded the county $12.7 mil­ 
lion. 
The remaining counties then 
joined in a suit to get their 
shares. 
Shelby County Clerk Edghill 
Moore said the $16.5 million 
has been invested in U.S. Treas­ 
ury bills. 
He estimated that the money 
would earn $50,000 in interest 
during the 30-day period. The 
interest will be added to the 
$16.5 million and court costs 
and attorneys’ fees will be sub­ 
tracted.
